WHEAT AGREEMENT 

As an example, he cited the world 
wheat. agreement under which 
minimum prices would have been 
guaranteed farmers in the exporting 
countries, This agreement was put 
before the Senate Inst summer Dut 

was not ratified. President Harry 
Truman hns Indicated, however, that 
he Intends to press for, Senate ap- 
proval in. the new Demoeratle- 
controlled Congress next year, 

Mr Williams sald that while there 
fs on urgent need for new ways of 
making present farm lands yietd 
more, even expanded production 
will not solve. the problem of getling 
the harvest surpluses to Innds where 
there ure natural crop deficlts and 
to the war-ravaged regions, He 
added: ‘ 

“Stabliisatlon ot agricultural 
‘prices with the attendant relicf to 
“the. agricultural community from 
the social and economic hardships 
of violent fluctuations, has rihtly 
become an objective of agricultural 
policy In all advanced countries.” 

Mr Williams said that the Labour 
Government's own soclulisation pro- 
fframine enables British farmers to 
know‘ what prices thelr crops will 
bring «the next two years, while 
livestock producers know the minl-. 
mum they will get four years from 
now.—Assoclated Press,
